STA.TE . .AND OOUNTIES TO A.OQUIRE PROPERTY .AND COL­
LEOT HONEYS. 

AN ACT to amend Chapter 82 of the law. of ~he preBeDt leS8ion or 
the General ABBembly, and to further provide for the collection of 
money. due the State and Counties. 

SEOTION 1. .Be it enacted by tM General.Ass(ffll,bly of 
'1M State of Iowa, That the proper officer named in 
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se ction one of the Act to which this Act is amendatory 
shall be,

1sT-The Attorney Geperal of the State or the proper Oftleer for 
District Attorney in case Ithe judgment is in the name ofB~ 
the State, and the proceeds thereof are payable into the 
State T~. 

2n-That in case the proceeds of the judgment are by Oftlcer for 
law payable into the County Treasury for tlie use of the County. 
Connty Revenue or the School or other fund of the 
Count!, the proper officer shall be the District Attorney 
of" the District, or the President of the Board of Super-
visors of the County, or any Attorney employed or au­
thorized by the Board of Supervisors to prosecute such 
claim. 

3n-That the officers above named, shall in the casQS InstructiOD. 
aforesaid have full authority to bid upon and purchase in to bidden. 
the name of the State or County, as the case may be, 
real or personal property sold upon execution npon judg-
ments In favor of the State or County, or any fund 
thereof, whenever they shall deem it necessary 80 to do 
for the interest of the State or County, and to take the 
title to said property in the name of the State or Oounty, 
to be held and dispolted of as provided in the Act to 
which this is amendatory. 

That in all cases where claims have accrued CollectioD er 
or may hereafter accrue in favor of the Warden of the money. 
Penitentiary of this State, which the Warden shall deem 
it advisable to collect by law, it shall be the dnty of the 
District Attorney of the First Judicial District to bring 
snit u~n and collect the same; and in case the Governor 
of the State shall so direct, the Attorney General of the

SEO. 8. Judgments now or hereafter rendered in fa- . 
vor of the Warden of the Penitentiary, shall be collected ~:~~ 
upon execution l and the Attorney General or District properly. 
Attorney shall have the same power to bid npon and 
purchase property npon Inch executions as is given in this 
Act, where jud~ents are in favor of the State, and the 
property shall De held and disposed of for the use of the 
Penitentiary by the Governor, in the same manner as is 
provided in the Act to which this is amendatory.
